He 
made his iicwspapt-is ami he owiicil th<'iii, iiiadi 
thorn ill a city nationally iiotfd as a .joiirnalislii' 
burying ground and a '"luiring tlioiu when- coniix t 
itors lost them. The most brilliant Avrilers in the 
t'onnti y tlif inlint ncr of the lii(?ucst polit ii-ians. tli 
prestige of a majority party, tlie re.sourei's of 
wealth and ihteri'ntH, M'cre thrown uito competition 
against liini. yet, wording alono, with scant mciiis 
nt the l'i <;iiuiinir. in- did not SM<'('iiml) to rivalry.

INV.»5:STMENT and INDUSTRY knows only one 
thiiif.' ahout tile baking business; namely, a very 
old riib' lli.it, " Voii ca !i iiol eat .vour cake and have 
il." Washington knows nothing at all about the 
baking business, except that it wants all the advan- 
tages that j,'o wilii lii^h-i)i-iced wh>;il. combined 
Willi all that go with low priced bread. This is 
"eating iind having ' with a veugeanee. 

Now it is proposed to place an embargo on 
whc'it. I 'iidoubtedly this would redm c prices tem- 
l>orariJ,s. liul high prices have ins|»ired the Amer- 
ican farmer to plant the greatest acreage of winter 
wheat in all history. If an embargo cuts the price 
in half no spiintr .lere.ii.re w ill be planted ami soiii" 
o£ winter acreage will be plowed under lo make 
room for more profitable crops. Hy September, 
prices would be just as high; we would have le.ss 
wheat, and W(> would have no comfortable millions 
coining lo us from abroad. These are simple rules 
but it is probably expecting too much to hope that 
Congress will ever learn them. 

TOO 0OOD TO Bl TBUB. 

Of the two ways of overcoming a government, 
deficit, the more acceptable to those directly re- 
sponsible for tin- delicil and for its correction is to 
raise more revenue through increased taxation. 
The more desirable alternative of cutting dow n ex- 
jM'iiscs to brinff them within the n-vcmies is seldom 
eln»sen. Tliere is cause for sutisfaction, therefore, 
in the fact that the administration in dealing with 
the deticit in the Federal governtnent'i aeioounts 
for this tiscal year to date— it amounts to $80,- 
475,000— is giving some thought to cutting down 
outgo. 'JMiere is no doubt that it could be done that 
wny without Ihe country lulTering in the least. — 
Th.' .Annalist.
